If there is any one implement, any 
piece of farm equipment, any symbol 
of clean farming and prosperous agri 
culture, it is the plow, We can culti 
vate diligently, choos the best of 
seed, use fertilizers lavishly and know 
the sclence of good farming as It is 
taught and preached; but good plow 
ing is the basic operation on the farm, 
and if the plowing Is badly done It Is 
likely the whole crop season will be 
followed through with the same 
skimpy and sloppy attentfon to the 
land. Plowing is not the only opera- 
tion influencing crop yields and weed 
suppression, but ft is the fundamental 
one, and the manner in which {ft is 
done brands the
